The trunk will be opened by 
Boston inspectors in New York, but it 
Is doubtful If anything is learned from 
that. Chief Watts does not believe that 
Bloadin is in New York, and thinks that 
the trunk and bicycle were sent there t« 
throw the police from his track. 


New York detectives say that Blondin, 


under the name of Joseph Marrau, went 
to 692 Third avenue last Wednesday 
and talked with the landlady about rent- 
ing a room. He did not appear satisfied, 
and said he would call again. A young 
woman in the house recognized him 
from a description she had read in a 
newspaper, and told the landlady, who 
laughed at her, and prevented her from 
calling a policeman. 


On Friday Blondin called and said that 


He 
asked that a trunk and a bicycle com- 
ing to the house for him be cared for, 
It was learned that Blondin called at 
690 Third avenue and talked with a Mrs. 
Monoban about renting a room. The 
last seen of him was on Friday. 


Captain Titus of the detective bureau 


said he was very sorry that the facts 
iu connection with the flight of Blondin 
to New York had become public through 
the newspapers. 


Captain Titus paid that he had no 


clews to the whereabouts of Blondiu 
other than tbe fact that he bad ordered 
his baggage and bicycle sent to New 
York to the Fall P.iver baggage room.

Blondin, 


though, either at the general delivery 
window of the postoffice or at the pier, 
if the matter bad been kept quiec," he 
said.

Buffalo, June 19.—The final direct 


verbal plea for another chance before 
a jury for Roland B. Molineux, the al- 
leged poisoner of Mrs. Katberiae J. 
Adams,and Henry 0. Baruct, and the 
first baif of the arraignment of the peo- 
ple In resistance, were heard by the 
coiirt of appeals yesterday. 


John G. Mllburn, champion of the 


cause of Molineux, spoke from 10 o'clock 
until 11:40, sod was succeeded by David 
B. Hill, who held the attention of the 
court until it arose for the day, at 2 
o'clock, in an addre&s in opposition to the 
re-trial of the case. 
Hill will close to- 


day, and, with a brief reply for the ap- 
pellant, the case will be submitted to 
the judgment of the court. 


It was a day of oratory, stirred at 


times to the thrilling point w Ith touches 
of invective. Miiburn's close was vig- 
orous. 
He began with a second at- 


tack upon the admlssibility of the Bar- 
net evidence, and closed with a direct 
attack upon Recorder 
Goff's policy 


throughout the trial. 
He charged the 


latter \v ith favoril ism toward Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne, whose meth- 
ods te also questioned, and prejudice 
against Attorney Bmtow S. Weeks, and 
to support his contention read the steno- 
graphic notes of the recorder's examina- 
tion of Mary Melando, and Nicholas 
Heckraan. 
He dramatically described 


the examination ef Mary Melando, and 
denied that the recorder had a right to 
mention her cree* to her or admit sev- 
eral portions of her testimony as evi- 
dence. 


Senator Hill, fresh from the leash of 


nearly two days' silence, was equally 
rigorous. He pluuged into a review of 
the case, which was an argument tend- 
ing to show the guilt of the defendant. 
He strongly defended the course of Re- 
corder Goff 
and Mr. Osborne, and 


amply justified the theory and policy of 
the prosecution in their entirety. 
Start- 


ing with the theories of the people as 
to the killing of Mrs. Adams and Bar- 
net, he folio-wed them through their 
lines of reasoning, and contended for 
thetr stability and acceptance. 
He in- 


sisted that the people had the right to 
show how Barnet died, and insisted that 
a complete reconciliation of tbe two 
cases was possible. 


He avowed that the prosecution was 


within Its ripht in showing the rela- 
tions of Moliucux and his wife prior to 
their marriage, and asserted that it 
was the people who had suffered when 
the recorder ordered the evidence 
stricken out. 
He said Mrs. Molineux 


had called her marriage a romance; ho 
called it a tragedy. 


Mr. Hill took up successively the va- 


rious mysterious letters written under 
the name of Cornish and Barnet, upon 
the blue paper crested with inter-laced 
crescents, and, Torcefullyadju'stln^thein 
In their places In the theory of the prose- 
cution, dramatically proclnimcd the 
alleged guilt of the prisoner and insisted 
that the state had conclusively proven 
its charge.

fended Harry Cornish against suspicion 
or insinuation, and asserted the reliabil- 
ity of the mass of handwriting testi- 
mony offered by the state. 


Reviewing tlio trouble at the Knicker- 


bocker club, and connecting with it 
Cornish's denunciation of Molineux and 
the Harpster incident, he proclaimed 
revenge as the motive of the plot to 
kill Cornish, and then pictured jealousy

A Historic Hello of Forsa«r Days I» 


» Deasrtlfal Spot In Ohio That Wa* 
BlMted Away Ia th* Ruthless 
March of Pro«r*»*. 
As the average tourist, traveling east- 


ward from Newark, O., dashes through a 
rocky cut near the eastern limits of Lick- 
ing county, he likely does not realize that 
this spot was once one of the most pic- 
turesque, romantic and historic localities 
in Olio. Such a traveler should read the 
history and legends of "Black Hand"— 
Listot-y that reads like a dream of Alad- 
din, legend that finds its beginning in tbe 
dim fjiueval days, when an immense 
lake Cued the entire Licking Talley and 
poured its surplus water over an immense 
natural sandstone dam four miles across. 


cDurins the ages ivhich rolled away, the 
v\vaters by erosion cut through tbe de- 
vonian grit, leaving two parallel walls 
•which rise about 50 feet. When civilisa- 
tion reached what is now Ohio, it found 
n swirling flood in this rock bound ravine. 
The faces of the cliffs vrere crowned with 
rare flowers and beautiful laurel gave its 
fragrance to the zephyr and its delicate 
tints to the landscape. 


This is the beautiful spot that after- 


ward came to be called "Black Hand." In 
tbe early part of the last century the pro- 
moters and surveyors of the Ohio canal 
took advantage of the rock walled chan- 
nel to form a storage dain for that early 
civilizer. About midway down the canyon 
a sharp headland protruded into the riv- 
er. Here the first surveyors found, cut 
in the face of the rock, a gigantic human 
hand. Tbe carvings had been filled with 
a black pigment, which still remains a 
mute monument of the forgotten rsce to 
whom the carver belonged. Though na- 
ture had raised a stone for him, he carved 
not a line to tell who he was or why he 
carved. 


Accounts of the size of the black hand 


differ. Old men say their parents saw it 
and thflt it was eight feet from tbe tip of 
the thumb to the tip of the little finger. 
Others say it was larger and some not so 
large. 


But the rock which bore the hand was 


Jn the way of the canal builder, and in 
1828 they drilled into the face of the cliff 
and blasted"away the historic relic. Not 
content with that, they cut it into blocks, 
ruthlessly chiseling away the carvings and 
tracery, and with the blocks built a sus- 
taining wail, over which tow horses might 
wslk while drawing wealth into the west- 
ern world. The black hand on the rock's 
face lived only in the memory of its de- 
stroyers. 


When the Central Ohio Rairway com- 


pany in the early fifties desired to pierce 
the garden spot of Ohio, they took advan- 
tage of the grades established by nature 
from Zanesville and followed the Licking 
river. When Black Hand was reached. 
the builders encountered a headland on 
the opposite elde of the river correspond- 
ing to Black Hand rock and cut sheer 
through it. So today the east bound urar- 
ist sees little of Black Hand. 


Many legends linger about the locality. 


An Indian sat at the door of a settler's 
cabin and told this story: "Many yesrs 
ago the red men ia the eastern part of 
the state were at war with those in tbe 
middle and northwestern parts. 
Chipf 


among the former were the Mingoes and 
among the latter the Wyandottes. 
In ] 


one of the stealthy and bloodthirsty in- 
cursions into the Mingo hunting grounds 
a young chief of great promise was cap- 
tured and carried back by the Wyan- 
dottes. Instead of killing the young Min- 
go chieftain, as was the nsual cnstom, he 
was made & »erf and compelled to earn 
the good esteem and fellowship of his 
captors, a fate worse than death to the 
young Indian. 


"The woes of his captivity, however, 


were lightened by the kindly attention of 
a young Wyandotte maiden, the daughter 
of the chief of the tribe into which the 
Mingo had been adopted. Genuine aftec 
tion knows no condition, for it rises above 
all environment. The maiden fell in love i 
with the unfortunate young chief, and, j 
though watched by the crafty tribesmen, 
they made their affection known to each 
other and decided to fly to the Mingo 
country. 


"One nieht they made their escape. At 


daylight tSfey were missed and were pur- 
sued by a posse of Wyandottes. The girl 
had left behind a tribesman lover, who, 
burning with the passion of a disappoint- 
ed lover and aching for vengeance, trav- 
eled faster than the couple and overtook 
them at Black Hand rock. 


"They heard the pursuers behind them, 


knowing that worse than death awaited 
them if captured. With the stoicism of 
the savage they walked to the edge of 
the precipice and surveyed the flood. 
Folding the idol of his heart in his arms, 
he sprang into the boiling waters. The 
pursuers were close enough to see the last 
chapter of the drama."

The other legend— and one worthy of

The place Is known now as 
Flint ridge, and tha flint, rare on this 
continent, WAS much valued by Indians 
and mound builders for making imple- 
ments of agriculture and war. Like the 
pipe stone quarries of the Dakotas, where 
the inimical Sioux and Mandan work side 
by side in apparent peace, hither the 
tribes came up, the place being considered 
sacred to the giver of all good and per- 
fect gifts. 
For a radius of five miles 


around Flint ridge rested the blessing of 
the great spirit, or that of the orb of day, 
the divinity worshiped by the monnd 
builders. None of the tumult ot war is 
found within that space. Parties in quest 
of the flint coming to tbe confines of the 
charmed circle la'd down their arms for 
the purpose of mining the necessary 
stone, for the time forgetting the tradi- 
tionary hatred of foes. They came from 
the Mississippi valley, probably by water, 
and debarked from their frail craft at the 
foot of the rock.

carved on the rock tras in mute appeal 
and forcibly reminded the wayfarer Ul 
a way at once forcible, as it was poetic*.*, 
that thus far and nc farther should the 
waves of unlighted vengeance roll. The 
band marked the portal of a sanctuary 
which was sacred to the savage, whose 
lust for blood rose above every other con- 
sideration in bis narrow bat intense, iso- 
olated but eventful life.— Ohio State Jottr-

OF A OUSTER SCOUT.

In June, 1S07, while General Ouster, 


with his command, was at the forks of 
the Republican river, m westem Knnsas, 
and the Indian war had fairly begun, I 
vas doin? duty with severnl otheis as a 
scout. 
On the mornin*; of the 19th a 


young man named Robinson reached the 
camp aiid reported that he with three 
others had been hunting to the west of us 
nnd htid been stampeded by the Sioux 
Indians. On? had been killed, as he be- 
lieved, while the others had made a dash 
for it aud scattered, each taking his ovru 
course. 
Robinson had blundered upon 


I our camp after riding al! uight. 


I 
Custer was nt this time hopeful of 


i making peace with the redskins, and the 


j camp at the forks would be permnncnt 


i for at least a fortnight. It was with this 


j understanding of ihe situation that I set 
: out with Robinson, after he had had an 
| all day's rest, to hunt up bis stampeded 


companions and bring them in. We left 
camp juit after dark, both of us heavily 
armed, and rode straight to the west. As 
I had never seen Uobinsou under fire I 
was more anxious than if one of my fel- 
low scouts had been with me, but in the 
course of a couple of hours I made up my 
mind that he had plenty of nerv* and 
could be depended on. As near as he 
could judge his party was 30 miles west 
of the forks when stampeded. At mid- 
night, after an easy canter of fire hours, 
we halted, dismounted and went into 
camp for the remainder of the night, be- 
lieving we were close upon the spot 
where the hunters were attacked. Both 
of us slept from that hour until just be- 
fore sunrise. 


We had a cold bite for breakfast and 


bad scarcely mounted our horses when 
we caught sight of the carcass of a horse 
lying on the plains about a quarter of a 
mile away. As soon as we reached it 
Robinson "identified the animal as baring 
been the one he saw fall as the stampede 
began. His rider was a man named Mc- 
Henry, who had previously been employ- 
ed as a civilian at Fort Lamed. The 
buzzards and wolves had been at the car- 
cass, bat we'inade out that the horse had 
received three bullets and Sropped in his 
tracks. Saddle, bridle and all other port- 
able property bad been removed. Rob- 
Insou estimated that th«~ nttacking party 
numbered CO. After half an hour's search 
I put the number at 20. He believed that 
all who dashed away were pursued. I 
found that none of them had been fol- 
lowed over half a mile. 


Had McHeary been killed or seriously 


wounded by the volley which killed his 
horse his body would have been found ly- 
ing beside the carcass. As it was not I 
reasoned that he had been captured un- 
hurt and taken away -a prisoner. The 
trail of the Indians led'-to the north, as if 
tnakinj for the south fork of the Platte 
river, and we followed it at a catrtious 
pace. At the end of five miles we came 
to a spot where the band had encamped 
for the night. It was on the banks of a 
smnll creek, ia a scattered grove, and the 
first thing we saw was the dead body of 
JlcHenry. 
The Sioux chiefs had de- 


clared their anxiety for peace and were 
professing the greatest friendship for the 
soldiers. Indeed, Pawnee Killer had vis- 
ited Cufiter to shake hands and sign a 
declaration of peace. While the old hypo- 
crite was declaring and protesting his 
whole tribe was nuking ready for war 
and indulging in atrocities. While the 
big chief was "how-howing" in Custer's 
camp and declaring his love for the white 
man, one of his bonds only 30 miles away 
was subjecting a hunter to the most agon- 
izing tortures. They cut out his tongue. 
blew powder into his body, cut off his 
toes, broke all his fingers, pricked him 
with knives and finally ended by scalping 
him. He must have suffered many hours 
before death finally came as a glad relief. 
The body was not yet cold when we 
found it, and there were evidences that 
the Indians had not been cone more than 
an hour. 


Of the two who stampeded and got 


clear, one went to the northeast and the 
other to the northwest. 
Robinson had 


held due north and thus reached our 
camp, although be was not aware of its 
location. We took up the trail of the one 
going to the northeast, believing that he 
was in the greatest danger. He went at 
a wild pace for at least ten miles, never 
seeming to have looked back and discov- 
ered that pursuit had been abandoned or 
to have turned to the right or the left to 
throw the redskins off his route after 
darkness came. It took us three hours to 
cover the distance he rode in one, as we 
expected to see Indians at any moment. 
About 12 miles from the spot where we 
found McHeary's horse we came upon 
that of Jackson, whom we were follow- 
ing to the northeast. The wild ride had 
exhausted the animal and as he fell down 
Jackson bad abandoned him and pushed 
along on foot. The animal was on his 
feet and grazing as we found him, but so 
lame that he could scarcely move. We 
removed the saddle and blankets and 
found Jackson's revolvers in the holsters. 


From this point we had no trail to 


guide us, and the ground was bndly cut 
up with ridges and washouts. We rode 
forward during the rest of the day, hop- 
ing to overtake the man and neglecting 
no precautions to insure our own safety. 
Just at sundown we followed a dry gully 
up a long ridge and debouched from it, 
seeing a sight which for the moment ap- 
peared to be nn optical delusion. There 
were Indians on our right, on our left, in 
front, and I turned in my saddle to sec 
other Indians closing in behind us. As 
we halted and looked tround us many of 
the redskins expressed their hnmof by 
grunts. They had probably been riding 
to the right and left of us for hours and 
bad finally termed ttis cul-de-sac for us 
to ride into. It wts taking a great deal 
of pains (or nothing, but the ladiin some- 
times exhibits a queer rein of humor. 
They were net disappointed in thinking 
we would be surprised. 


It was fully two minutes before a chiel 


rode forward and said "Ho*-how" and 
extended his hand to me, and as he did so 
the whole body closed in. I am so unfor- 
tunate ai to be marked on the left tempi* 
with that birthmark known as a win* 
stain, the spot being as large as a silvei 
dollar. My hat was well up and my bail 
back as the chief rode up, and the instant 
he noticed the mark he let go ray hand 
and said something to those crowding up, 
Pretty soon he pushed in and touched my 
face, perhaps thinking the mark to bt a 


wouuu 01 sore. UM**... «-•« me same, ana 
when they f«0od tint it was a part of 
the skia they expressed much wonder and 
rever«ace. 


While I had aerred as a scout only a 


few months I knew considerable of tun 
Indian character aad was not long in re- 
alizing that I had mad* a hit While no 
violence was offered us we w«re disarmed 
and our hotacs war* led behind th« pouiea 
of the Indians as we moved off to th« 
east. We traveled until about midnight 
befort halting, and then reached au In- 
dian village on Soldier croek. As we de- 
scended from our horses Robinson was 
Jud off by two warriors while I was con- 
ducted to the wigwam of Red Trail, a 
tmbchief in command duriug Pawnee 
Killer's absence. I had been basy plan- 
ning during th.e ride and bad made up my 
mind to pretend to be without the powei 
of speech. I found opportunity to whis- 
per to Robinson t» pursue the same pol- 
icy, but unfortunately be had not the 
nerve to carry out the iu*a. The fact ol 
his being captured broke him all up. Th* 
recollection of what Mt:Henry must hav« 
suffered unstrung his nerves, ar.d I heard 
him begging and entreating as he was 
carried nway. 


Red Trail closely examined the mark 


on my face aad was as much mystified at 
the others. I still bad a power in ve- 
ferve. Having served through the war in 
the navy It was but natural that I should 
carry a sailor's passport. On ray left 
arm was a tattoo representing an anchor. 
This was seen as two warriors stripped 
my buckskin shirt off to look for further 
marks. Not au Indian in that camp had 
ever seen anything like the mark, and 
when the examination had been complet- 
ed I felt sure that I was looked upon 
with awe and mystery, if not veneration. 
I was conducted to a tepee and motioned 
to turn in and had every reason to con- 
gratulate myself on the plan I had pur- 
sued. I had made signs that I conld not 
talk, and the information had been ac- 
cepted. 


Next morning Pawnee Killer arrived 


in the village. 
H<» had agreed to sur- 


render his tribe and go on a reservation, 
but it was bold faced lying on his part, 
His very first move was to order the vil- 
lage to pack up and move back about 20 
miles. 
This consumed the entire day. 


As we were ready to start I received my 
horse to ride,' and my hands aud legs 
were left entirely free. I saw Robinson 
brought oat, and he wss loaded down 
with kettles and led by a rope. At na 
time during the day was he near enough 
to exchange a word, but on several occa- 
bions I saw him kicked and beaten by th« 
squaws and boys. 
It was 9 o'clock in the evening before 1 


was taken into the presence of Pawnee 
Killer. He seemed to have accepted th« 
belief of the others, and in. less than a 
quarter of an hour waved me out of his 
wigwam. I may state here what I learn 
ed two or thre* years after. It was the 
belief of the Indians that I had been 
struck by lightning as I slept and that 
the fluid had left the two marks to prove 
that I was invulnerable. They further 
reasoned that 1 lost my speech at the 
same time and was therefore an object 
of veneration. 
I was in nowise ham- 


pered or restricted, but I found shelter ai 
soon as possible and was soon asleep. 1 
wanted to do something for poor Robin- 
son, but just how to do it I could not fig- 
ure. The treatment accorded him during 
the day did not augur well for the future, 


When morning came again. I had o 


hearty breakfast, aud then two old men, 
armed with only bows and arrows, tooi 
me down the creek about a mile and 
then sat down on th* grabs. It was an 
hour or two before I conld make out the 
significance of th* move, and then I heard 
sounds from the direction of the camp 
which satisfied me that Robinson was 
being put to the torture. 
One of my 


guards soon left for the village, aud ai 
hour later the other suddenly rose one 
without a word walked -quickly away 
In the same direction. Unable to mnk« 
np my mind what to do, I remained 
where I was duiing the entire day. In 
later years I learned from one of the war 
riors of the? fate of Robinson. His tor- 
tures lasted nine long hours before h« 
•was dispatched, 


I had a much closer call than I knew 


The two old men who took me out 
doubted that I was what the others tool) 
me for. They had some arrows made OK 
purpose to kill witches and keep off bad 
spirits, and they were to take me off and 
see if these arrows would kill me. In go- 
ing down the creek one of them came 
near stepping on a rattlesnake, and this 
was taken as a sign that they must nol 
ehoot. When they returned to the village 
and reported, it was hoped that I would 
BO away, and therefore no one came neai 
me. As night fell I started off to th« 
west, expecting every moment to be over- 
hauled, putting in a good 20 miles before 
daylight. I was picked up by a scouting 
party of cavalry }ust before noon. 


It was about three months after my es 


cape before the Indians learned that 1 
was a government scout and that they 
had been duped. Red Trail and Pawnee 
Killer then offered five ponies each to the 
warrior who should bring in my scalp, 
and for the next year perhaps I wai 
"wanted" more than any other man on 
the plains. It was a curious turn of af- 
fairs that, while Red Trail had no less 
than five of his best warriors out on an 
expedition after me, I crept into his came 
one night and secured his own scalp lock, 
rifle and pony and got away.

THE VETO SUSTAINED 


t 


By a vote of 135 to 98 the house of 


Tlep*resenfc|tives .today (sustained the 
governor's veto of the subway bill. 
Thus the tremendous pressure brought 
to save the governor carried the day. 
To be '-andid, the Outcome is neither 
creditable to the legislature nor to the 
governor. The veto was a scraping up 
of all possible objections, presented in 
the best possible way to influence votes 
for the killing of the measure. It wa« 
not a state paper of sound, fair argu- 
'ment. It was an official plea in official 
defense, masquerading- under the mask 
of a courageous act on behalf of the 
public. And the house of representa- 
tives gave way. 


The house yielded, through courtesy, 


and the governor stands bearing all 
the responsibility of the outcome, a, 
responsibility that will become^ieaviei 
with the lapse of time and the rise of 
the unconquerable truth of the situ- 
ation. 


It is only a temporary victory. And 


at what cost? 


IS CORRUPTION THE BtTIiE? 


There probably never was a legisla- 


tive or any other body of men among 
whom there was not a number of con- 
ruptible members and there probably 
•will never be a legislative or any other 
body of men among wh'om there will 
not be a number of corruptible mem- 
bers. This is due to the imperfections 
In human character. But we doubt 
very much -whether a legislative body 
exists that deserves- such condemna- 
tion as has been heaped these past few 
days upon the general court of Massa- 
chusetts'. 
We deny 
that 
Massa- 


chusetts legislature is as corrupt as its 
few, but venemous critics would have 
us believe it is. And this statement 
we base 'on the good that is in human 
character. 


No (citizen of this commonwealth 


needs to know the conscience of every 
member of his present legislature to 
know that that legislature as a whole 
Is made up of honest men. All he 
needs to know to satisfy himself on 
this p'oint is that it is impossible for 
the voters of Massachusetts, in these 
days of reasonable righteousness, to 
be so unfortunate, so misguided, so 
blind as to elect a senate and house of 
representatives a majority of which 
can be bought by bribes 'or by any foul 
Influence be swayed from what they 
think to be right. No man who values 
his reputation would make a statement 
In a calm moment to the effect that 
this is possible and that this is what 
Massachusetts has done. Yet not a 
few people and some newspapers have 
been loudly proclaiming for a week or 
more that the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture is n'othing more or less than a 
congregation of sin. We do not doubt 
that there are members of the present 
legislature whose intelligence does n'ot 
keep them above the plausible argu- 
ments of the lobbyist; we do not doubt 
that there are members of the present 
legislature whose sense of party loy- 
alty does not allow them to put a 
ftrty argument aside; we do not doubt 
that there are members of the present 
legislature to whom friendship is a 
controlling consideration, nor do we 
doubt that there are members who 
Would play politics pure and simple, 
nor are we prepared to say that there 
In none who would not accept a bribe. 
But, when all believable faults are 
counted, we are sure that the legisla- 
ture deserves public respect for its 
character and for Its earnest desire to 
perform its duties to the credit of its 
members and In the interest of the 
public. Therefore,, wild denunciation 
!• uncalled for and unjust and In to the 
•name of those who indulge in It.

conclusion must be that our decent 
neighbors cannot be trusted, that 
right will never win unlees by acci- 
dent, that society as a whole ia lotten 
to the core and that just government 
Is a dream, a fancy entertained by 
those who are out of office and cannot 
get into office.

away. The ex-governor was the arch- 
itect of his fortunes and was the un-

He was a pronounced rad- 
ical, leaning very perceptibly to so- 
cialism. In this lay his defeat. 
in 


this were the qualities that -won poo- 
ularity and position lor 
him and at 


the end took them both away. At his 
last public appearance of consequence, 
when he yielded up the office of gov- 
ernor to his successor, his speech tc 
the people was bitter and pessimistic. 
That speech indicated clearly that tc 
his own mind Mr. Pingree had been 
fighting a losing flght. He denounced 
the press and corporations and saw 
nothing in them but thraldom for th? 
people. It was a disappointed, bitterly 
disappointed man who was speaking 
In alliance with Tom L. Johnson he 
had failed' ,to reorganize the street 
railway system Of Detroit to suit his 
ideas. The people lost faith in him and 
his sohames because of his associates 
and b"ciuse of his exceptionally auto- 
cratic manner. He developed into an 
autocrat and could not sec how this 
was out of harmony with all his de- 
flared purposes and with the spirit of 
democracy.

Running a big circus is a business oi 


prodigious quantities of eyeful de- 
tail, every possible emergency being 
thought out beforehand so 
that in 


spite of many 
unexpected incidents, 


circuses very rarely are unable to ex- 
hfbit as advertised 
"rain or shine" 


as the onnouneements nave it. 
The 


thoughtful press agent is usually pret 
ty 
good at describing all th« many 


preparations that are made for the ex- 
hibitons, including figures as to the 
large amounts of provisions required, 
but he omits from his list of -readers" 
any mention of the legal equipment 
of every big show, which is a matter 
of a good deal of interest. 


Time was, in the old days of circus- 


ing, when a show was quite likely tc 
have difficulties in the way of legal at- 
tachments. When no preparation was 
made for this, almost any ynall cred- 
itor who had any grieven«ce afeuinsl 
the denomination of the coin that he 
was paid in, or any cause for seeking 
to make trouble, could get an attach* 
ment placed on the circus and some-- 
times make trouble for the show man- 
agers. Instances have been 
known 


where a show was temporarily closed 
up on this account. 


But this sort of thing can't happea 


nowdays because « ety big show looks 
out for it beforehand. An attachment 
causes a circus almost no inconven- 
ience now and as a result they are 
very rarely resorted to, 
since tney 


•were in nearly evry case simply used 
as a means of annoying the show. 


Aa a sample of the care that is taken 


the methods of the Forepaugh & Sells 
circus may be taken. This show hag 
behind i' a responsible surety com- 
pany. which Insures the circus against 
troubles of this kind. 


Some days ago the local attorneys 


of this surety company received in- 
structions to prepare to be ready on 
circus day, if any 
attacltnent 
is 


placed m the show, to furnish cash 
up to $20,000 
in order to secure any 


suit that may be brought, without in 
any way interfering with the perform- 
ance. The ioca.1 attorneys are reauired 
to be prepared to take instant charge 
of the show's interests in case any 
such suit is brought and attachment 
placed, from the time the first circus 
train arrives in the city until the show 
has loaded up and out 
of the city 


again that night. 


In addition to this 
the circus haf 


Us qwn legal representative, whosd 
duty it is to see that the show has nc 
trouble of a legal sort and who acts as 
its claim asent.

erous alum powders which are urged 
upon consumers. 


Generally, alum powders 
may be 


known from the price at which they 
are sold, or from the fact that they 
are accompanied by a gift, or are dis- 
posed of under some scheme. The alum 
powder cost but a few cents a pound 
to make, and is often sold at twenty 
or twenty-five cents a pound; some- 
times as low as tsn cents. 


It is impossible to name all the alum 


powders in the market, but any bak- 
ing powder sold at a low price or ad- 
vertised as coating much less than the 
well known, high class powaers, or 
accompa-r*£d by a present, or disposed 
of under any scheme, is of this class, 
detrimental to health, and to be avoid- 
ed. 


These facts should incline consumers 


to turn a deaf ear to all opportuni- 
ties to buy the inferior powders. The 
wise housekepeer will decline in al; 
cases to take them.

of Mr. arid Mrs. Alexander Yoitt of 266 
Union street, did not go to school this 
morning. Instead he went down on 
the railroad tracks to play. Finding a 
rVhoad torpedo, of the kind used for 
signaling, he hit it with a stone. The 
explosion tore his throat 'open, in- 
fjictmg very serious injuries, and he 
is now at the hospital 


The boy left home this m'ornlng as 


usual, to attend St. Joseph's school, 
where he is a pupil. He decided to 
play truant, however, and with sev- 
eral companions started off to enjoy 
the morning. They went down the rail 
road tracks of the Boston & Maine to. 
wards the fair grounds, and on the 
way fojnd one of the torpedoes. 


One of the boys threw a stone ai it, 


and it exploded, striking Yott In the 
throat 
His companions 
ran away 


when ti'ey saw the terrible \esult of 
the explosion, and the wounded boy 
was left to help himself as best he 
could. He managed, to reach West 
Main street, but the loss of blood was 
such that when he reached there, he 
sank to the ground unable ,to go far- 
ther. 


Letter Carrier Hand was the first to 


discover the injured lad, lying on thp 
walk just east of Brown street. Mr. 
Rand was driving by, when he heard 
the boy feebly calling him. He stopped 
and investigated, and Yott asked Mr. 
Rand to "carry him home." His cloth- 
ing was soaked with blood, and his 
condition was such that it looked as 
though he would not live long. 


Mr. Rand at once placed the boy in 


his carriage, and drove as rapidly as 
possible to the Wilson 
house 
drug 


store, where Dr. Mignault was sum- 
moned to care for the lad. The wound 
in the throat was about three inches 
long, and had cut the external jugu- 
lar vein. It had bled very freely .and 
the boy was almost lifeless from the 
loss of blood. 


A two inch piece of brass was found 


in the wound, and removed, and the 
boy was then taken to the hospital to 
hava the wound dressed. This was 
done by Dr. Mignault assisted by Dr. 
Stafford and Dr. Owens. 


This afternoon at the hospital the 


boy was said to be resting- as well as 
could be expected, and that his re- 
covery was hoped for, although his 
condition Is still critical. 


The news of the accident was a 


great shock to the boys' parents, who 
had believed him safely in school He 
has not been in the habit Of playing 
truant, and his parents were much af- 
fected by the news.

KRUGER'S STARTLING BOOK 


Marina HU Bnflliih Sympathiser* *T 


Threatening Dl»closnrc«, 


According to an Amsterdam corre- 


spondent of the Londou Express, Mr. 
"vritger is busy writing a book in the 
/eciuslou of bis apartments. Its publi- 
cation, it Is alleged, "will place several 
well known Englishmen in a very awk- 
fc-ard position, for Oom Paul means to 
make a deap breast of the matter, and 
he will state the facts of the case as he 
understands them, quite irrespective of 
the possible complications which bis 
statements may bring about 


"The mattfl£" says the correspond- 


ent, "Is being kept secret, and the book 
will not see the light of day so long as 
the war goes on. But when the last 
card is played, when peace is re-estab- 
lished In South Africa and wnen the 
dream of the Afrikander nation is en- 


l tlrely a thing of the past there will be 


nothing to restrain him, and then it 
will be time for those In England who 
have played their country false to look 
out. 


"The book will be furnished with 


maps and plans and will contain fac- 
| simile reproductions of the letters he 


has received from the Englishmen In 
question. There can be no evasion of 
facts, for the handwriting will con- 
demn them. That Is Oom Paul's ob- 
ject. He wishes them to be condemn- 
ed, because their promises misled him. 
If this book Is published, it will cause 
a sensation second only to the Dreyfus 
case." 


The result of the publication of this 


Intelligence in London was sensational, 
says The Financial News. Meetings of 
pro-Boers were called by telegram, and 
the greatest consternation prevailed. 
Delegates left by the next mail to In- 
terview Mr. Kruger on the subject and 
to iridicate to him that the publication 
of the letters referred to means politi- 
cal rain if not a charge of treason for 
several prominent Boer partisans. It. 
appears, for instance, that the leader of 
the train wrecking gangs is an ex-con- 
vict Englishman, who is paid or rather 
guaranteed £1,000 a year by the Eng- 
lish pro-Boers, and this Is one of the 
facts which Mr. Kruger means to bring 
out In the book referred to. 


Another feature of the book will be 


the story of the Armenian agitation of 
1897, which was worked at the re- 
quest and expense of Mr. Kruger In 
order to embroil England In a conti- 
nental war and to give the Boers the 
chance of seizing the Cape by a sud- 
den move with an overwhelming force.

ed the Dread DtBenie. 


What is believed to be an absolute 


cure and aure preventive of yellow 
fever has been accidentally discovered 
at Coatzacoalcos, Mexico. 


John G. Ferron, a contractor employ- 


ed In the rebuilding of the National Te- 
huantepec railroad, In a letter to Thorn' 
as Welch of Austin gives an Interesting 
account of the discovery, says the New 
York Journal. 


He says that several months ago cre- 


oaote fumes penetrated all parts of that 
tropical town, and within a few days, 
to the surprise of every one, the yellow 
fever patients began to Improve and 
were soon well. No new case of the 
disease occurred, and there baa not 
been a case In the town since. 


Mr. Ferron Is of the opinion that the 


fames of the creosote quelled the epi- 
demic, and he says that this Is the be- 
lief held by every one else in the town. 
The matter has been brought to the at- 
tention of the high medical and sani- 
tary authorities of Mexico, and a scien- 
tific Investigation Is to be made of the 
creosote method of treating and pre- 
venting the disease.

While in a reminiscent mood one day 
Captain Bixby said to a Kansas City 
Journal reporter: 


"Sam wtsn't much more than a younp- 


stcr when he came down to St. Louis 
from Florida, Mo., where he had been !n 
a printing office, and wanted to be a pi- 
lot. I reckon he was about the quaintest 
looking sp«fcrn?n I ever saw. 
He was 


c?>out 24 th?n. and I hired him. We had 
another pilot on board who took the 
wheel ia strange waters, for the river 
bed was as uncertain as the hind leg of a 
my!«-. And, speaking of a mule, the 
Swallorr bad the queerest sort or engine 
that was ever seen. The c»ufi itself was 
a litti* shaky — it only plied between St. 
Louis and Cairo— being about 30 feet 
long, with a stern wheel, a large piace 
for freight and passeagers, a pilothouse 
and a place on what Bay be called the 
pilot deck for the engine. That engin" 
went aboard when it was needed, and 
only then. Jt burned no wood or coal, 
but ate a powerful sight of grass. It was 
a large gray mule itemed Jerry, which 
•ft-orked a treadmill that propelled the 
boat. Sain Cleiaen»— you know his name 
of Mark Twain came Itler — was chief en- 
gineer and pilot. He had a system of 
signals, and they were ingenious. By 
pullinc a cord he could raise a head of 
cabbage jtot out of reach of the mule. 
The cnglns would start for it and begin 
to walk after it, and the boat floated ma- 
jestically on down the river or up, as the 
case might be. Whea Sam wanted to 
stop, he v/ouid pull a rope attached to the 
feed box of the engine. 


"Without intending to be personal, T 


will say that Jerry was one of the most 
intelligent a&imals I ever met His voice 
was more on the order of a fog horn than 
a whistle. It was too much of a baritone 
for the liitter. 


"When Splm wanted to whistle for a 


landing, he would hit Jerry with a stick. 
If he wanted, in the profane language of 
the river pilot, to go ahead like hades, he 
gave Jerry a touch of the whip. 


"But piloting on the Mississippi was 


not a job that a man would take for 
amusement unless he had a queer idea ct 
amu.->sment 


"The pilothouse was a mighty lone- 


some place at night, especially so when 
the folks below were in bed. 
Every 


other liring creatore on the boat was 
down below but the pilot, and he bad to 
stand there in the dark and everlastingly 
twist that wheel to keep the boat from 
jabbing her nose into the bank or from 
climbing over sand banks. Boats didn't 
carry any headlight. That would have 
bothered a pilot in those days coming 
from the opposite direction. 


'"Our engine was a terrible kicker, and 


on one trip we bad an iron figure of an 
Indian OB beard — n ciggr sign. Clemen* 
was on watch one night, and things must 
have been pretty slow in the pilothouse 
to surest the idea of dressing up the In- 
dian and placing him near the mnle. I 
was asleep OB deck, as the weather was 
warm, and , was awakened by the most 
terrible racket ever heard this side of an 
explosion.

"The career of a jockey aViug about as 


lens as that of a good race horse, the 
trainer must employ every moment to the 
best advantage," says Allen Saagree ia 
Ainslee'a, "He drives aloog in a rubber 
tired sulky while 'the' boy is* exercising in 
the saddle. He studies -the boy'« bauds, 
feet, body and eye*, explains the horse's 
peculiarities and schools hls» to forget 
there is such a thing as fear. That one 
flnal quality which enables the boy to 
seize the psychological moment ia a race 
—fraught with triumph er disaster— the 
trainer cannot bestow. It must' be born 
in the boy. 


"Afte? several years of this tuition the 


boy is full eager for a mount and coaxes 
his tr.niner iucessautly for 'just 
one 


chance.' One day ho gets it. An owner 
has a horse that h* wishes to try in a race, 
but does not want punished with whip or 
spur. The trainer picks the most promis- 
ing boy in th« stable, secures a license 
for him and the five pounds' concession 
In weight that is allowed to an apprentice 
mount and sends him to the post 


"This is the supreme momeat in a jock- 


ey's life. Oa it may depend whether he 
will be an outcast or a rich man. Any 
streak of the craven drastic training has 
long since erased. But he knows his mor- 
tal danger. He has heard this jockey 
talked of as 'dangerous,' and that one as 
a 'killer.' He has also been told how to 
defend himself, and with set teeth the ap- 
prentice steels his nerve to give as well 
as to take. The last instructions of the 
trainer as he gives the boy a leg in the 
saddle are to 'get off quick,' 'hold his 
head up' and 'don't get cut down.' Theso 
words refer to the management of the 
horse. Besides, the boy must look to his 
own safety, for unprincipled jockeys may 
try to throw him in a jostle,' 'put him 
In a pocket' or 'crowd him against the 
rail.' 


"When you stand at the rail watching 


a big race on a fast track and 13 or 14 
horses are coining home in a bunch in a 
dustcloud, while 20,000 spectators, with 
their money in the bookmakers' hands, 
are on tiptoe yelling like mad, you can 
guess something of the feeling of the boy 
then who is on the first mount. With 
the dull, frantic undertone of hoofbents 
come the treble shrieks of the ridi.-rs, 
crouched, chin to knee, far up on tho 
horses' shoulders, their eyes and nostrils 
thick with dust, their uniforms tinged to 
khaki. 
" 'Make an opening therer 
" 'Quick!' screams another, with an 
oath. 


" 'Let me pass! My horse is fresh'' 


begs a third when a second of time mean? 
a fortune to bis owner. 


"At such a crisis two or three jockeys 


can clog the way of a better mounted ri- 
val so that he can win out only by that 
last desperate resort— a plunge 'twist the 
horses in front. If there is a small open- 
Ing alongside the rail, a very game jock- 
ey may take a chance on that In either 
case the boy's legs are painfully bruised. 
Often he is nshorsed and trampled 
upon." _
